Probable Loss of the Steamer City 
of Vera Cruz. . 


COMPLETE LIST OF PASSENGERS. 


Tho Florida Shore Strewn W ith the 
W reck and M ail Bags. 


[SPECIAL 8T TELEGRAPH TO THE KKCORD-CXIO.V.] 


New Y o rk , September 3d.—A Hrratd St. 
Augustine special says : There is very little 
doubt that the steamer City of Vera Cruz, of 
the Mexican line, which sailed from New 
York the 25:h day of Au„ u-t for Hav.ua aud 
Vera Cruz, went down in the recent hurri­ 
cane which has already strewn our coiut with 
wrecks. Only the faintest hope remains that 
auy of the passengers have survived. This 
terrible discovery was made here yesterday, 
when portions of the mail carried by the ill- 
fated vessel were washed ashore some miles 
south of this city. One mail bag contained 
letters for L'uha aud 2iLtxic-', which hod been 
posted in Paris, France, on August 18th, and 
another lot was found with the envelopes 
bearing the postmark, “ New York, August 
25th.” This at once indicated that the iost 
vesael was a mail steamer bound for Southern 
ports, and the surmise was that it must have 
been the City of Vera Cruz, as she left New 
York on the day last named. 
N ew Y ork, September 3d.—A special 
from St. Augustine, FI > , gives reason to be­ 
lieve that the steamer V< ¿a Cruz, of the Ha­ 
vana and Mexican line, which sailed from 
New York August 2' di, has been lost with 
all the passengers and crew. Parts of the 
mail she carried hav • L--u washed ashore, 
aud the cargo supposed to be her. strews the 
shores for iorty miles below St. Augustine, 
hive bodies have also been washed ashore, 
anda trunk bvariug tho name of one of the 
pa-sengere on the ship. A large steamer, 
supposed to have been the Vera Cruz, was 
seeu Saturday last about sixty miles off shore 
from St. Augustine hy u brig which was 
wrecked iu a gaie which broke out on Sun­ 
day. Uu the. following Thursday the mail 
matter was washed asho e. Nothing is known 
hv the owners in New York concerning the 
vessel's fate. The wires in Florida connect­ 
ing with the Havana cable are, unfortunately, 
not working, so that no inquiries can he 
made of the ageuts at Havana. 
LIST OK PASSENGERS— RECOVERY OK BOUIES. 
The Vera Cruz was a steamship, aud she 
must have been struck by a hurricane, and 
probably foundered on Saturday night or 
Sunday morning. 
The following is a list of passengers who 
sailed on the Ci;y of Vera Cruz: Rafael 
Arrue, Mrs. R. Arms, Walter Betchie, 
Adoito Kosgue, Miss E. Burns. Miss A.

Among the passengers was Major-General 
Alfred T. A. Torbert, who diatingui.-hed him­ 
self during the rebellion as a cavalry com­ 
mander. General Torbert was attached to 
the Army of the West, aud was a strong 
friend of General Grant. 
One mail bag contained letters for Cuba 
and Mexico, which had been posted iu Pari:. 
Fi ance, August 13th. Another lot was found 
with envelopes bearing post mark of New 
York, August 25th. This alone indicates 
that the lost vessel was a ir.aii steamer bound 
for southern ports and the surmise was that 
it must have been tho City of Vera Cruz, 
as she left New York on the day la-t named. 
Closer examination showed several bills of 
lading of the steamer Vera Cruz. Every 
hour brings D ew s of some inure startling dis­ 
covery iu regard to the supposed wreck. The 
body of a lady and a little child have been 
found on the shore, cast up by the waves. 
They were buried hy a party of wreckers, on 
the sand near the place where found. This 
makes already five bodies recovered, three 
other being corpses of unknown per on:. 
Two, from their dress, are thought to be 
pas.sengers, and the other evidently a sailor. 
The shore for over forty miles south of this 
place is strewn with the cargo of the steamer. 
The trunk found was marked “ Hernandez.” 
Two sailing vessels, in addition to the brig 
Eddy, have come ashore since the gale near 
here. Signs are that the hurricane has been 
very fatal to shipping. 
DESCRIPTION OK THE VESSEL. 
The City of Vera Cruz was a wooden ves­ 
sel of 1,874 tons register, built at Green 
Point, L. I., in 1874, for Alexander & Sons’ 
line between this city, Havana and Mexico, 
in which trade she was employed. She was a 
screw vessel, 290 feet long, 37 feet beam and 
20 feet depth of hold, and had a draft of 19 
feet. She had three decks, was brig rigged, 
and her motive power consisted of two com­ 
pound cylinder engines. Her propeller was 
15 feet 0 inches in diameter, with a pitch of 
23 feet. Iron strips, four inches wide and 
five-eighths of an inch in thickness, doubled 
and diagonally laid, strengthened the vessel 
very materially. She had accommodations 
for 100 passeneers, and was finely furnished. 
It is suggested that in the event of accident 
to the City of Vera Cruz, or if the steamer 
became unmanageable in the storm, the crew 
and passengers had taken to the boats, hav­ 
ing the mails with them, ami had afterward 
thrown the mails overboard to lighten the 
boats. The Postoffice authorities here say 
the mails washed ashore postmarked New 
York, August 25th, and Paris, August 1st, 
indicates that the mail arrived here by the 
Batavia from Liverpool and was dispatched 
hy the City of Yera Cruz. 
WHAT THE AGENT SATS. 
The agent says he has not heard any news 
of an accident to the 6teamer City of Vera 
Cruz, and that the vessel was considered ca­ 
pable of weatheriug any storm. She was 
loaded lightly, and was commanded hy Cap­ 
tain Vansice, an expert seaman, aDd had a 
crew of fifty picked men. At the office of 
the Alexander line at noon to-day no farther 
information as to the reports of the loss of 
the City of Vera Cruz have been received. 
Her owners do not believe the steamer lost, 
but think she encountered the hurricane, 
during which the mail and baggage went 
overboard. They pronounce her one of the 
strongest steamers in the world. She was on 
the dry dock previous, to her last trip. The 
vessel was worth 8200,000 and was insured in 
London and the United States. Many rela­ 
tions and friends of passengers and crew are 
at the office awaiting information. Captain 
F. Harris, who commanded the steamer on 
previous voyages ia on board. The Chief 
Engineer is named Miller, and the Purser 
Burke. 
MOKE ItODIES DRIVEN ASHORE. 
S avannah (Ua.), September 3d. — The 
beach north and south of St. Augustine, 
FI»., is strewn with wrecked stuff. The 
bodies of three men, a woman and child 
came ashore and were buried. No part of 
the City of Vera Cruz came ashore. All the 
wreckage, however, shows that she either 
went ashore or foundered just off the Florida 
coast on Monday night or Tuesday morning, 
during the heavy storm, and that all on board 
perished. 
STATEMENT*OP ONP. WHO PASSED THROUGH 
THE CYCLONE. 
N ew York, September 3d.—In a conversa­ 
tion to-day first officer James Henckiy, of 
the steamer New Orleans, which passed 
through the gale in which the City of Vera 
Cruz is supposed to have been lost, said: 
“ It was a tremendous cyclone. We left 
New Orleans on Wednesday, August 25th, 
and were out three days when the cyclone 
struck us. It was about 8 o’clock P. M. on 
August 28th. The storm was from the 
north, ami passed to the east. The steamer 
was struck on her port side, and was hove 
on her beam-ends. At 11 P. M. the wind was 
very strong, and the waves carried everything 


from the deck. Julius Thompson, who was 
s. curing the tiller ropes, was carried over­ 
board by a wave almost as hich as the house, 
ai:d was not seen again. At 10 a. m the fol­ 
lowing day the storm abated, and then we 
learned that our entire deck rail had been 
carried away, three of our boats stove in, and 
the fourth one lost. Throughout the cyclone 
four men remained at the rudder. It wa* of 
no n>e, however, and we were drifted at the 
mercy of the sea and waves. It was impos­ 
sible for a man to stand »n deck unless ho 
was lashed fast. The storm first struck l>e- 
tween < 'am s .1 upitcr and Carverral, off the 
coast of Florida. 
Several of the seamen on hoard the New 
Orleans incidentally remarked that the City 
of \ era Ciuz mnst have beeu about sixty 
miles to the northward of their steamer. 
STII.L IN SUSPENSE—ANOTHER STEAMER MISS­ 
ING. 
New York. September 4th—a. m.—Up to 
midnight no uews was received hy Alexander 
A 8on concerning the loss of the steamer City 
of Vera Cruz. 
It^was learned that the steamer Niagara; 
of Wark's line, which sailed the day after the 
City of \ era Cruz, had not yet been heard 
from, but her owners entertain no anxiety as 
to her safety. 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 
New York. September 3d.—Up to 9 
o’clock to-night there is no dispatch from St. 
Augustine, Fla., confirming the story of the 
probable loss of the steamer City of Vera 
Cruz. 
The only correct list of the names of the 
crew of the City of Vera Cruz was in posses­ 
sion of the Purser of th» vessel. 
I ’aptaiu Vausice's family re-ide in Yonkers. 
The agents do not give nu the hope of the 
vessel's s.Jety. They say the mail bags and 
passengers’ trunks were iu the house on the 
deck, and a heavy sea may have swept them 
away. 
Mbs T. Rubio purchased a ticket, and de­ 
cided to wait for another steamer. 
Had the disaster happened to one of the 
steamers that sail this month the loss would 
have been much lrenter, since the return of 
the Cubans and Mexicans to their homes be­ 
gan September 1st, and the steamers’ pas­ 
senger lists are larger than at any other part 
of the year. 
Following is a complete list of the officer» 
of the City of Vera Cruz when she arrived in 
this port on her last trip : Captain E. Van- 
sics ; first officer, F. M. Harris ; second of­ 
ficer, B. Nelson : Purser, Silas A. Whitney ;

Braudenhoro and W. O'Neill; Chief En­ 
gineer. M. Miller; First Assistant Engineer, 
E. Bronk; Second Assistant Engineer, C. 
Smith. 
There were no inquiries made at the office 
of the company to-day on the part of any 
frier.d8of the passengers, and Mr. Alexander 
said that all o: the passengers, so far as he 
knew, lived iu Cuba, aud were returning 
home after passing the summer in this coun­ 
try.A son of Captain Vansice visited the office 
of Alexander & Son this afternoon. He 
said his father L about 53 years of age, and 
has been engaged in the coasting trade since 
he was 20 \ ears old.

Decidedly this is the beat book which Mr. 
Howells has yet given us. It is a sermon in 
a story. It is a volume cf reas' n in the form 
of a novel. In brief it is the story of a 
learned physician of rural parts, who discov­ 
ers certain mesmeric phenomena in the wak­ 
ing and sleeping hours of his daughter, who 
is a young woman of purity of life and 
marked spiritualty, and is blessed or cursed 
with an exquisitively sensitive nervom organ­ 
ization. The doctor finds that he can exer­ 
cise certain will-power and control thÍ3 girl 
in her actions ; hold hér in a trance-like state, 
and through her do apparently marvelous 
things. 
He begins to investigate, and is led 
to the belief that he has laid hold upon 
the threshhoid of the undiscovered country. 
Perfectly sincere in this, he falis an easy 
prey to those professing spiritualists who 
make spiritualism a business, and deceive, 
lie and cheat in its name. 
The result is that 
the doctor’s reason is partially unseated, he 
becomes a refugee and takes sh 1 ter in a com­ 
munity of Shakers, to whose inner life, 
methods and manners we are rm>st freely in­ 
troduced.

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T he agitation now proceeding in San 
Francisco over the new charter naturally 
lifts into special prom inence the changes 
made by th e new C onstitution in the rela­ 
tions betw een th a t city and th e State. 
Among the m ost far-reaching and im port­ 
ant innovations created by th a t ill-con­ 
ceived and m ischievous instrum ent, was 
th e rem oval of San Francisco from S tate 
control, and th e erection of it into a prac­ 
tically independent territo ry . 
The fram ers 
of the new C onstitution did m any foolish 
and deplorable things, b u t it is doubtful 
w hether th ey m ade any worse blunder 
th an this. Experience shows th a t th e m ost 
m arked tendency in large A m erican cities 
is tow ards w hat m ay be called organized 
anarchy. O ar seaports and centers of trade 
drain large districts of 
th eir crim inal 
and adventurous elem ents. 
They a ttra c t 
to them the shiftless as well as the en ter­ 
prising. 
T hey gather about them .masses 
of political protoplasm , uninform ed, brain­ 
less, plastic, possessing only the p oten­ 
tialities of into• gent judgm ent. 
All these 
dange rous elcu.vuts are a t th e disposal of 
demagogues. They can be made to respond 
to any w ar-cry w hatever. T hey are easily 
led against the elem ents wiiich stand for 
law and order. 
Possessing nothing them ­ 
selves, and incapable of accum ulating, they 
are the natural enem ies of steady th rifta n d 
patient industry. 
Supporting and sup­ 
ported by the m yriad foul doggeries of the 
great city, these classes sink from bad to 
worse, 
cultivating 
th eir 
communism 
by 
tiltliy 
feeding 
and 
lodging, 
and 
rapidly 
grow ing 
into 
chronic 
and 
hopeless 
anarchists 
and 
incendiaries, 
such as the suburbs of Belleville poured

governm ent had given w ay to mob vio­ 
lence. 
G reat seaports, again, a ttrac t an 
abnorm ally large proportion of foreigners. 
The population of t-an Francisco is if we are 
not m istaken the m ost m ixed of any city in 
th e world. 
Its foreign elem ent already not 
only outnum bers but outvotes its native 
elem ent. 
The la tte r is in danger of being 
sw am ped by th e alien horde, and it ap­ 
pears th a t in a few yeara San Francisco 
w ill be A m erican only in name. 
Tlie 
foreign elem ents furnish by far tile largest 
contingent to the arm y of the demagogues. 
I t Í3 scarcely to be doubted th a t the 
m aterials alieady exist there for the im i­ 
tation of th e Tw eed R ing. 
A nd if the 
new charter is adopted it w ill thenceforth 
alw ays be possible for such crim es to be 
perpetrated. 
For of all th e lessons tau g h t 
by m unicipal governm ent during th e last 
half century, tn e m ost im portant and the 
plainest is th a t great cities ought never to 
be taken from under th e influence and 
control of th e S tate a t large. 
H ad not 
the S tate of New Y ork possessed such con­ 
trol over the city of N ew Y ork, and had 
not th e diliieulty of tam pering w ith the 
j sta te Legislature been 
an ellective ob­ 
i stacle at critical tim es, th e Tweed King

ing over the provisions of the new charter, 
but whichever side is right or wrong it is 
to be feared that the new system of gov­ 
ernm ent m ust prove worse th an th a t which 
it supersedes; no t because of any intrinsic 
defect in th e form, b u t because, as we have 
here dem onstrated, th e isolation of the 
city is fatal to its good governm ent. 
N or 
is th is th e sole cause of objection to the 
new scheme. 
I t is injurious as well to the 
S tate as to th e city. 
For, in the first 
place, th e whole grow th and developm ent 
of th e body politic is checked and stunted 
by this artificial separation betw een city 
and S tate ; this setting up of an imperium 
tli imperio. 
A nd in th e second place 
th e State is exposed to th e clangers which 
m ust arise from th e tendency to corruption 
so increasingly displayed in th e character of 
the legislative delegations from the me­ 
tropolis. 
Of late years San Francisco has 
been choosing for legislators men u tterly 
unfit for such duties. 
M any of them have 
been too ignorant ever»to initiate legisla­ 
tion 
or 
tak e 
part 
in 
debates, 
but 
th ey 
have 
nevertheless 
voted 
w ith 
canine docility as th eir fuglem en directed, 
and they have usually bec-n found voting 
w ith discreditable solidity on behalf of 
bad measures. 
U nder th e new C onstitu­ 
tion it m ust be expected th a t th e quality 
of th e m etropolitan m em bers w ill still 
further deteriorate. 
They will represent 
the Sand Lot, or w hatever local travesty 
of politics and statesm anship m ay be m ost 
in favor. 
And as the num erical strength 
of the San Francisco delegation is very 
great in proportion to the whole body, they 
w ill exercise a m align influence highly 
prejudicial to th e best interests of the 
State. 
In fact it Í3 impossible for the m í¡ 
tropolis to be injured w ithout injuring the 
whole State, and bad governm ent in the 
one m ust reaot upon th e other. 
I t is the 
more unfortunate in this case because the 
C onstitution prohibits th e State from in­ 
terfering w itb th e city, b u t so arranges 
m atters th a t the city shall constantly in ­ 
terfere w ith and influence the State. 
And 
it is further to be observed th a t the nature 
of th e influence to be em ployed is peculiar.' 
The S tate cannot m eddle w ith th e city for 
good ; and the city can only do harm to the 
State. 
This 
is 
the 
outcom e 
of 
the 
labor of 
th a t incongruous body called 
th e C onstitutional Convention. 
I t has 
done 
its 
best 
to 
entangle 
San 
Francisco in a net-w ork of bad 
local 
governm ent, under pretense of delivering 
her from mischievous interference. 
The 
good people of the city could not p u t up 
w ith the rule of K ing Log, and now they 
are about to exchange it for th a t of K ing 
Stork. 
I t needs no gift of prophesy to 
foretell th a t neither the new charter nor 
any other th a t can he fram ed w ill save San 
Francisco from th e consequences of the 
isolation imposed on her by the C onstitu­ 
tion. 
T h at isolation alone is capable of 
counterbalancing all th e ingenuity and all 
the talen t th a t m ay be bestow ed upon such 
instrum ents.

as to drive out m any desirable citizens. 
And it does not m atter much w hat kind of 
a charter is adopted so long as this isola­ 
tion of the city continues, for it should be 
apparent th a t th e proletarian vote m ust in 
the end debauch and break down any 
scheme th a t can be devised, since th is vote 
promises th e offices to the greatest rascals 
and demagogues, and excludes self-respect­ 
ing men from politics. 
H itherto th e S tate 
has saved the city, b u t hereafter this can­ 
not happen. 
W hen in tho natural course 
of events a set of knaves get possession of 
th e governm ent of San Francisco, th e peo­ 
ple will have to endure their abuses quietly, 
for the leg isla tu re will bo incapable of in­ 
terference. 
In th e past there was alw ays 
a possibility of defeating bad m unicipal 
legislation, or of carrying beneficent re­ 
forms, by an appeal to the State. 
U nder 
the new C onstitution th a t recourse is abol­

Now th e present value of a silver dollar is 
about 871 cents, and consequently every 
man who held a greenback for one dollar 
would find th a t it had depreciated in his 
hands 124 per cent. 
Do th e people under­ 
stand w hat th a t m eans ? 
Do business 
men, and traders, and workingm eu think 
th a t it w ill benefit them to reduce the 
purchasing powers of every dollar in th e 
country 12-7 per cent. ? 
W hen silver had 
become the sole standard of value, it would 
stili be necessary to m easure a great m any 
things according to th e gold standard, 
because gold is the w orld’s standard, and 
all our foreign liabilities would have to be 
paid in it. 
Foreigners, of course, would 
refuse to take our silver save as m erchan­ 
dise. 
They would not reco.-uizc any legal 
tender value in it. 
They would tak e our 
silver dollars a t a discount of 121 per cent., 
or w hatever the am ount of depreciation 
m ight lie. 
T he effect of th is w ould be a 
general rise of prices. 
Our m erchants 
w ould m ark up their goods to protect 
them selves against th e depreciation of the 
currency, and as alw ays happens th ey would 
leave a m argin for fluctuation. 
If tho de­ 
preciation w as 15 
per 
cent, 
th e rise 
in prices would probably equal 20 per 
cent. 
T h at means th a t w hen th e w orking­ 
man received his wages on S aturday night, 
ho w ould be unable to buy more th an 
eighty cents’ w orth of good3 w ith every 
nom inal dollar. 
The loss would fall d i' 
rectly upon th e w age-earning classes, as it 
alw ays does in such cases. 
The producers 
would also suffer heavily, and the specula- 
tore alone would m ake money. 
The pre­ 
m ium on gold would be restored, and every 
day th e folly and disgrace of th e country 
w ould be paraded through the significant 
quotations which told tho w orld how far 
short of par value th e m oney of the American 
nation was at th a t tim e. 
These are some 
of the results w hich m ust inevitably fol­ 
low th e refusal of Congress to stop the 
coinage of silver. 
T here never was a more 
imbecile, fatuous or suicidal m easure than 
the bill which provided for th a t coinage. 
The nation had been struggling ten years 
to secure resum ption of specie paym ents, 
and w hen this seemed w ithin reach at last 
a cow ardly and stupid Congress thought it 
necessary to pass a law which contained 
w ithin it the absolute nullification of re­ 
sum ption, and the relegation of th e country 
to all the evils it had been so long in escap­ 
ing. 
There is not, and there never was, 
one single respectable argum ent for the pas­ 
sage of the silver bill. N obodyw antedsilver 
dollars. 
Nobody has c-ver used them ex­ 
cept under protest. 
N obody whoseopinion 
is worth 
anything has 
e \e r 
imagined 
that the substitution of silver for gold 
could ever be other than a calamity. 
The 
talk about remonetizing silver has never 
been anything but an exhibition of the 
gross ignorance and obstiuate perversity of 
thoBe who have made it. 
The truth is that 
the country was in a fair way to permanent 
resumption when this pernicious and idi­ 
otic bill was passed. 
Had Congrees pos­ 
sessed the intelligence and the courage to 


D uring the recent eauvass in Alabam a a 
prom ineut D em ocratic speaker

course of an address said : “ If H ancock is

W e have already 
pointed out th e bent of Southern am bi­ 
tion in this connection, b u t th e question is 
far too grave to be dism issed w ith a single 
notice. 
Be it rem em bered th a t th e new 
So ith ern raid upon the T reasury is not a 
m ere fanciful invention, b u t th a t its char­ 
acter and scope are already clearly shown 
by formal propositions in th e shape of leg­ 
islation commenced and records and claims 
either filed or presented. 
In 
the first 
place, a bill is now pending before the 
H ouse to increase the Suprem e C ourt to 
tw enty-one m embers. 
The tw elve new 
Judges, if Democrats, would of course con­ 
trol the C ourt, and could shape all its rulings 
upon th e am endm ents to the C onstitution 
and the federal laws. 
In th e second place 
it is also proposed, and th e scheme has 
been em bodied in a pending bill, to abolish 
the Court of Claims, and transfer its busi­ 
ness and jurisdiction to a new Superior 
C ourt of five Judges. 
T ins C ourt would 
adjudicate claim s against the G overnm ent,

new Superior Court, w hich would of course 
be constituted w ith a special view to deal­ 
ing w ith them according to th e Southern 
view.

to a large class of claims, 
to allow rehearingi where claims have 
been 
rejected, 
to

claims, 
and 
in fact to open th e door wide 
for the 
contem plated raid upon th e 
Treasury. 
A nd these m easures are m erely a sm all 
p a rt of th e Southern program m e. 
Bills 
have been introduced for refunding the 
cotton tax, for refunding taxes collected 
in th e seceding States, for the paym ent o: 
hosts 
of 
claims 
w ithout 
adjudication. 
A nd to crow n th e whole it is now weil 
ascertained th a t at th e first opportunity a 
proposition w ill be m ade to exact paym ent 
from the G overnm ent for the em ancipated 
slaves. 
W illi th e exception of this one 
claim all tho m atC rs cited have already 
been p ut in course of legislative action. As 
y et the control of th e G overnm ent neces­ 
sary to th eir success ia w anting to the 
South, and so th ey have not been pressed. 
B ut w ith H ancock in th e l ’residcny there 
can be no doubt th a t every one of these 
m easures w ould in tu rn be brought for­ 
w ard, aud th a t a pressure would he brought 
upon the President to assent to them , 
which he could not resist. 
I t is useless 
for the Dem ocrats to pooh-pooh these state­ 
m ents, for th e biffs arc in print which 
reveal tho salient features of the Southern 
programme. 


METROPOLITAN AND PROVINCIAL JOUR­ 
NALISM. 


W ith in the past few yeare the expecta­ 
tion has frequently been declared th a t 
m etropolitan journalism w ould eventually 
absorb and swallow up provincial journal­ 
ism. 
Some events, however, have lately 
happened w hich seem to justify a doubt on 
this head, and even suggest a very different 
line of 
journalistic developm ent. 
L ast 
week w e referred briefly to the singular 
m istake m ade by the Loudon press in re ­ 
gard to the tendency of public sentim ent 
outside the m etropolis of England. 
In the 
late parliam entary canvass alm ost every 
London journal proved entirely w rong in 
its forecasts, w hereas th e leading provincial 
papers w ere for th e m ost p art right. 
Now 
there Í3 clearly no reason w hy th e London 
pre«3 could no t inform itself concerning 
th e tone of opinion in the provinces, if it 
undertook to ascertain. 
T here m ust then 
be som ething which interferes w ith the 
expenditure of journalistic m eans and en­ 
ergies upon such objects, or which super­ 
sedes them . 
A nd as a fact we find on ex­ 
am ination th a t w ith th e increase of great 
cities th e necessity of 
discussing loca 
topics becomes greater and m ore exacting, 
and th a t in the greatest city of th e world, 
London, these local topics are of such 
im portance as practically to fill th e field, 
to the exclusion of more d istan t consider­ 
ations. 
And it is, we think, apparent 
th a t, th e same tendency m ust 
operate 
upon 
th e 
metropolitan 
press 
every­ 
where, and th a t it m ust check, 
if 
it 
does 
not 
altogether 
prevent, 
that 
reaching out and absorption of the provin­ 
cial press which has been latterly pre­ 
dicted. 
For tho local demands upon the 
press of population centers must continue 
to increase, and when important questions 
of this kind arise they will have to be 
discussed to the exclusion of lesser topics. 
Take for example the press of San Fran­ 
cisco, which has been almost unreadable 
by people living in the country since the 
contention over the new charter arose. 
And though a national campaign is being 
made we find 
that 
this 
purely local 
question absorbs the attention of 
the 
press, and for the time deprives it of 
interest to all save its urban readers. This 
cannot be avoided perhaps, but it is noue 
tho less an obstacle to the expansion of the 
metropolitan press, and'an obstacle certain 
to become more formidable as time passes. 
It is even possible that out of this situa­ 
tion may grow a new phase of journalism ; 
that the most influential journals hereafter 


O or G overnm ent has ju st been honored 
by an offer of a peculiar character from 
Sw itzerland. 
I t is th u s related in a ilis- 
patch :

shooting of the apple from the 
boy’s 
head is to be found in a num ber of legends 
long antedating th e alleged tim e of Tell. 
I t can be traced to H indu m ythology, 
indeed, and it has been asserted, w ith 
much plausibility,' to be a solar m yth, 
The belief in Tell and his exploits is now 
confined to those who formed tlieir faith 
before th e scientific m ethod in history 
was adopted. 
T he chapel erected 
on 
th e supposed site of Tcff’s escape from 
Gessler records no historical event, but 
a popular legend only. 
I’recisely w hat 
place a stone from such a building can 
have in the W ashington m onum ent we are 
a t a loss to perceive, b u t it is possible th a t 
the introduction of ii there may hereafter 
Kad to doubts concerning the existence of 
W ash in g '’ n, for our posterity m ay not 
believe th a t this generation com m itted 
such a solecism as to combine m ythology 
w ith sober history in th e m anner pro­ 
posed.

people, and by arousing fanatacism w ith 
th eir bigotry aud narrow ness. 
I t is very 
certain th a t those who contribute to the 
support of the Indian missions are quite 
literally throw ing aw ay th eir money, and 
th a t no tangible effect has been, or is ever 
likely to be, produced upon th e religions 
of th a t country by th e m issionaries of any 
W estern Church.

On the evening prior to the departure of 
Captain Ends for the E ast an interview was 
held w ith him by a number of prominent 
citizens with reference to his conclusions re­ 
sulting from the investigations he had made 
of the river- and the debris question. 
There 
were present State Engineer W . Ham . Hall, 
Hon. J . X. Young, H on. J . W . Armstrong, 
Hon. A. H . Rose, Commissioners W . H . 
Parks and v \. F . Knox, J . H. Carroll, I). 
Lubin, representative of the R ecokd-U nion 
and others. 
The subject of impounding the 
debris, erection of levees, improving the 
river channels, protecting the bays, etc., w as 
very freely discussed, and the methods for 
accomplishing these ends explained by Cap­ 
tain Eads, from which con. ¡deration of the 
■subject the todowing questions ur:d answers 
were preserved, and are presented in the 
form of an interview by consent of f ¡attain 
E ad s:

Question—I suppose, Captain Eads, you

Q.—W hat is your opinion as to the perma­ 
nency of the W orks you propose? 
A ,—I t is the current which transports ibis 
m aterial. 
Now the current is .simply the fall 
of water from a higher to a lower level.

resistance which Arrests the current, and 
which finally destroys it, if of sufficient ex­ 
tent, is fried on of the ttr-am . 
Tee fall of 
water from (he higher to the lower level, so 
far as gravitation is concerned, increases in 
velocity ac .riling to the distance it flaws. I t 
is the friction of the bed and sides of the 
stream, and 
any obstacles in it 
which 
retards 
the 
current. 
Experience 
has 
shown that by the use of light willow 
or brush ohstructi tip, through which the 
water parees, and which are much cheaper 
than impervi. u - or solid dams, they have the 
power of arresting the current, owing to the 
friction which they produce in the w ater; and 
by placing light willow dams or screens in 
the canons at the edge of the foot-hills and 
above, and planting widows on the .-hoais 
upon the present deposits of debris, the cur­ 
rent can be so arrested as to rob it of the 
sediment. 
These dams are made with a view 
to obstruct, to retard, the velocity of the 
current, and not as absolute dams to hold 
the water. 
The w ater passes through them 
and the pediment settles among the willows, 
poor, forming a compact and heaky body, so 
th at there is no possibility of washing them 
away. 
As the debris increases upon them 
' hey become entirely covered. No flood could 
wash these structures out. 
By this process 
the w ater loses almost ail its burden of sedi­ 
ment, hut a small portion of the finest of it 
will still be held and carried in the water. 
In time th 
«¿..ms will become Jilted with 
m aterial, and they will cease to be effective 
from th at reasoD. 
They will then have to be 
bnilt up higher, or new ones courirueted at 


might have been discovered twice the amount 
i f sediment in a single cubic foot of water, 
yet since to ascertain the amount of sediment 
carried by the water you must multiply the 
quantity con'ained iu the whole number of 
c ibic feet passing a given point per sic lid.

cover velocity we found 4 grains of sediment, 
passing the same point in the same tirni 
Therefore, a t the higher velocity there were 
five times more in amount of sediment eni- 
ricd than at the slower rate, thus showing the 
relation between the velocity of the water 
and the amount of sediment held in suspen­ 
sion. 
I t is not proposed to build regular 
darns or put in screens at all points where we 
wish to form depositing basins, but in some 
places to put along rows of brush where they 
do not grow naturally, and thus arrest the 
velocity of the w ater and cause the sediment 
to fali. 
M uch of the work of filling by sedi­ 
ment where desired along the Mississippi 
was accomplished by pimply planting willows 
noon the shoals, and thus retarding the cur­ 
rent and causing the sediment to be deposited.

Q —A fter you have thus retained all the 
detritus th at may he carried in the water, 
there wiil stiff he some of the tiue sediment 
he’d in suspension left to flow down the river. 
W hat general treatm ent below thess. natos 
will be r: - oerexry ? 
A .— When we come to the treatm ent of the 
channel with a view to its correction, the 
two elements of slope of surface and friction 
of the lied constitute the most im portant fac­ 
tors ii the pmblem. 
I t is a well-established 
fact th at the ratio of friction to the volume 
of water decreases with the increase of vol­ 
ume. 
That is to say, a str-am w ith twice 
the volume of water fi wing in it will have 
v- :y much less fried.raa! resistance, in pro­ 
portion, than one with but a single portirm, 
or half the quantity. 
If you examine the 
present condition of the river in flood time 
you iied th at is waters are escaping over the 
hanks or through the levees in a great many 
places, 
if these waters could ail ha re­ 
tained in one channel, the river would take 
a much lower slope, for the reason th at the 
same velocity of current would be produced 
with less elevation, or surface slope. 
The 
surface slope is the line which determines 
the hight of the levees. 
I t is the flood line of 
the river. 
Evidently anything which will 
tend 
to 
lower the slope or lower this 
flood line will make the levees so much 
less necessary. 
I t must be evident that the 
main channel of the river must discharge all 
the sediment which the tributaries pour into 
it, othorwi.-e it would gradually fill up—till 
its bed up still higher, overflow its banks still 
more. 
Therefore the velocity of the current 
is absolutely necessary to enable the water to 
discharge this sediment. 
Now suppose the 
Sacramento river to be capable of discharging 
all its flood-waters and all this sediment 
through one channel without overflowing its 
banks—in Hood time being simply banks full, 
it is evident th a t the f U is sufficient to over­ 
eóme the friction i.nu produce the neeeesary 
velocity. 
E ut suppose we should build a 
wall i icht through the center of the channel 
and divi !e the water into two parts, is it not 
plain th at we would add th at much frictional 
surface to the water—the two fa c e s of the 
wail, ¡.nd the river nnisi then have a steeper 
slope to increase the velocity, to balance or 
overcome the additional friction.

simply because the smaller the stream the 
greater the ratio of friction.

Abbott, made soine five years ago, th at there 
was no relation between the velocity of the 
current and the sediment carried by the 
water. 
I iai l th at is most alisurd. 
The ve­ 
locity of the current is the cau9e of the sedi­ 
m ent being held in suspension. 
Such a dec­ 
laration as th at made by Hum phreys and 
Abbott, was to declare th at there was no re­ 
lation between cause and effect, and I took 
their own tables and showed them to the con­ 
trary and the error they had fallen into in 
leaking their computations upon the subject. 
Tn. y hail taken the sediment found in a 
ringle cubic foot of water running at a given 
velocity and compared it with the sediment 
contained in a cubic foot of water running at 
a lower velocity. 
They found less sediment 
in the cubic loot of water running at the 
greatest velocity, but left out of their calcu­ 
lation the very important factor of the 
greater number of cubic feet of this water 
which was pa.-sing a given point per second. 
For instance, suppose w ater to be running at 
the velocity when ten cubic feet pass a given 
point in one second, and th at each of the ten 
cubic feet contains two grains of sediment, 
there would lie passing th at point per second 
twenty grains of sediment.

effects of the flood at Szegvdin. The river 
above the city had been treated, and its 
carrying capacity increased by cut-offs and 
other improvements, which had not been 
pi' vided and carried out below the city, 
aud the channel belir.v was unable to 
discharge,the flood-waters as last as they came 
down from the upper portion of the river. 
In the case of the Sacramento river the 
division of the w ater at Grand island has in ­ 
creased the frictio n, and consequently the fall 
or slope of the bed is greater there tiian from 
SacraiatiiVo -.. iwn to th at point.

Q.—Will’ yon give us an idea of what would 
be necessary for us to do to overo me the 
present, condition of the defects you m .ntU n ? 
A .—You want to get this water all into one 
channel as fast as you can, and you can do it 
first by str'-ng hening your lcv-es ; and the 
work could be hastened by putting on dreg- 
ging machines to aid in deepening and cor­ 
recting the channel.

If you gradually enlarge the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the river by its own force I have no 
doubt but you will decrease the flood level 
here, in time, from four to five feet. 
Q .—I t has been suggested by the press of 
San Francisco that the scouring out of the 
t ¡ver- by this process would necessarily shoal 
up the buy of San Francisco, will this be the 
case? 
A .—I think but a small amount of the 
sediment which I» removed from the channel 
will lie lodged there, for the reason th at as 
you bring the river to a comparative uni­ 
formity in width it establishes a comparative 
uniformity of depth, and there are now a 
great many deep pools and shoal places in the 
river, au 1 the cfcop places will receive a great 
deal of the (iep >eit that will wash off from the 
shoals. 
In addition to this, when it is im­ 
portant to narrow the river to correct ex­ 
cessive width, a large portion of the material 
fr>m the deepening channels will find its 
way upon the shoals, which will be built up 
from effect of the willow structures to which 
I have alluded, and which should be placed 
in such wide places upon the dry shoals dur­ 
ing low water. 
The more rapid the current 
in the channel the more it will scour out aud 
lower the bed. 
Q.—Is there fall enough between the city 
of Marysville and the tide surface of Suisun 
Bay to preserve the river ? 
A.-—I have no doubt of 
it—none 
iu 
the least. 
The velocity would lie greatly in­ 
creased by increasing the volume. 
Now, if 
you get all the water into one channel, you 
will have a very much more rapid current 
than before, which would inevitably cut out 
the channel deeper, and make it take a lower 
slope. 
The sediment which a stream carries 
will determine its slope. You are compelling 
your rivers to carry a greater amount of sedi­ 
ment than aver before, and nature at once 
goes to work to get rid of this sediment. The 
river acts like an intelligent being. 
It must 
have more slope or it ia destroyed. 
It im­ 
mediately sets to work to accomplish thi* re­ 


sult, and does it by the process of filling in 
above. 
Q.—What would be the effect of closing up 
the break in toe levee above Washington, op­ 
posite the mouth of the American river ? 
A .—The first effect of closing the break 
would be to increase or raise the flood-line be­ 
low. 
T; is w uld be the re-alt- until it l.ud 
scoured out by the process ilescribed. 
Y..u 
would nave to chase it slowly or raise the 
levees. 
If you F iv e it open, it will con­ 
stantly rai-e tbe flood line below and make 
the raising of the levees necessary. 
If the 
bed of the Sacramento has not reached its 
normal hight, it is possible that a partial 
closing of the break might mA arrest th • 
building up below. 
I t should be closed 
enough so as to get the additional force be­ 
low, and then you would a t once begin to get 
the benefit of the scouring process. 
[As to 
the English break, the situation b, . : more 
fully explained to Captain Eads that water 
runs out through tiie break at the stuu-e of 
from 13 to 18 feet above low water, he gave 
it as his opinion tlm t the break c old with 
safety be entirely closed at once. 
His former 
opinion was giveu without having: pTsonally 
investigated the m atter, and upon the -iipp..- 
sition that the water would not escape through 
the English break except at the highest flood 
level.] 
Q.—Can this system be carried out—this 
w ater carried bv the Sacramento riverv.it 
the levies a t th rir presen’, hight? 
A .—I don’t think it’s necessary to raise 
these levees to curry out this syste ••, but it 
you raise the levees two feet higher you can 
carry out the system th at much quicker. 
Q.—W hat will be the result if vve continue 
to follow the former method and allow the 
river to keep filling up ? 
A .—Y our river has raised 15 feet within 
the last 10 y ears.. I t will of course raise an­ 
other 15 feet in the next 10 years if the min­ 
ing is continued. 
There is no question about 
the rtsult and it has got to be stopped. 
You 
have seen the eff-cts of the mining debris 
upon your rivers for the past 10 years, anil 
you can imagine w hat will be the effect 
during the next 10 years if not arrested, 
it 
will continue to get worse and vvor 
all the 
time. 
Q — If nothing is done to hold back the 
mining debris, what length of time would 
probably elapse before the Sacramento a t the 
m outh of the Feather river would he filled 
to its banks? 
A .— I don’t remember exactly how rapidly 
and much it has raised there—something like 
25 feet, I believe; and there’s no reason to 
suppose th at the injury will be any less rapid 
in the future than in the past. 
It would 
naturally be more rapid. 
It is only a ques­ 
tion of time when the Sacramento will be 
raised so high that leveeing will be out of the 
question. 
I t will be too costly. 
[Captain 
Eads stated in reference to treatm ent of the 
upper Sacramento river th at there were some 
bends in that portion of the river that should 
be cut off.] 
Q —Would you approve of the plan of 
diverting a portion of the river ah ve Colusa 
by a relief canal, which hos beer, proposed, 
to carry a portion of the water off through 
the titles on the other ride and through the 
M ontezuma hills ? 
A .—N o; I would keep the water all in the 
same channel. 
Q.—If the mining goes on and the debris 
is not arrested, what will be the effect upon 
the b ay ? 
A .—If

without 
remedial steps taken it m ust injure the bay 
of San Francisco. They down thei 
more interest !u this m atter than y i 'i-.re. 
Q.—W ill the bay of San Francisco be in 
greater danger by rectifying these river ■ than 
by letting them remain as they now ar • ? 
A .—I t will be in less danger. 
In a conversation subsequent to the close 
of the interview, Captain Eads further dis- 
ensssd the question of tbe shoaling of the bays, 
and the pro' able future effect of the mining 
dF ris u.r.-n the harbor of ffao Francisco.

Co ntih uatkjU of th e account of a 
TRIP UP THE COLUMBIA. 


Story of a Rallroad-WaUa Walla—The 
Wheat Region—Immigration— 


T o w n s a n d V illa g e s 


W a l l a W a l l a , August 24, 18S0. 
This place is reached by a narrow-gauge 
railroad about 32 miles long, that connects 
W alíala on the Columbia with the rich 
farming region th at lies close under the 
Jilue mountains. 
W allula is a miserable 
looking spot, that owes its entire impor­ 
tance to its availability as a landing-place 
for steamers, which led to the construction 
of the railroad two years ago by a wealthy 
and enterprising citizen, Dr. D. S. Baker, 
an enterprise that added nothing to the 
importance of W allula,but greatly enriched 
the projector, who is one of those men 
under whose 
manipulations 
the com­ 
monest things in life some way turn 
to 
g. id 
or 
its 
equivalent. 
I 
knew' 
B aker 
thirty years 
ago at 
I’ortiaud, 
w here 
his 
capacity 
for accumulation 
was only partially developed. 
He was one 
of the few individuals who left th at place 
in its infancy and achieved success else­ 
where. 
As a general thing the wealth of 
this region centered in the hands of the 
wise men who stuck to the metropolis and 
levied tribute on supplies and products as 
th ey passed through. 
Baker went where 
he pleased and put to naught the old 
f 
ro verb that a rolling stone gathers no moss, 
’iually he drifted against the current, up 
the Columbia, became a banker and land 
monopolist, and culminated his career by 
bnilding the s labbiest rattle-trap of a rail­ 
road t : at was ever made available for com­ 
mercial uses. 
It climbed over ridges it 
ought to have gone through ; its schedule 
was only' to be followed when the train was 
unusually light, but such as it wa9 it held 
the ground against the world and carried 
away the wheat from a region th at was pro­ 
ductive, and is said to have easily paid for 
itself i". one year's operation, which may 
not be strictly true, but is not impossible. 


IT COIN E l. MONEY 
For the doctor, and when he found it 
advisable to sell cut to the Oregon Steam 
^Navigation Company he did so to great ad­ 
vantage. 
This road, under new manage­ 
ment. has been greatly improved, the 
grades mended, the track graveled and 
relaid, so that there was not such a “ heavy 
sea on ” as before, and soon again it will bo 
transformed into a standard-gauge road and 
canneded with Dallas City by continuous 
rail. 
W allula is bleak and desolate. Here 
the winds spend tiieir breath telling of the 
drifting sand and the rocky cliffs along the 
river. 
They 
howl 
over w hat 
little 
civilization they cannot blow away from 
th e place, and when the railroad con­ 
nection is complete, so that it will lose its 
importance as a forwarding point, it may 
as well all blow away. 
The W alla W alia 
river empties a small stream here and 
threads the surrounding desert with a braid 
of green willows ami sometimes a border 
<>t grass that occasionally widens to a 
meadow, but except the verdure that fol­ 
lows the narrow bed, and that sometimes 
fades entirely, the railway winds only 
among greasewood plains and barren bills 
for twenty miles directly east, though 
occasional cattle may be seen cropping 
the scattering bt neh-grass ; b a ta few miles 
before reaching W a.la W alia the sight of 
farms gladden the eye, even orchards are 
to be seen, meadows and gardens smile 
along the river, and we find that we are 
entering upon the rich, feriile belt th at 
skirts the Blue mountains for 200 miles, 
.titul 
give importance to tin- beautiful 
tow n of 


WAI.I.A WALLA. 
This place has a business quarter that is 
building up substantially; the streets are 
wide, and in any ordinary season are 
thronged with country teanu and even 
w ith pack trains, though they are not near 
so frequent as when the distant mining 
regions had to be supplied from here. 
The 
plain on which W alla Walla is located is 
naturally supplied w ith w ater from the 
spreading branches of the* W alia W alla 
riv e r; the residences are many of them 
■quite charming, and some even elegant. 
T he quick soil responds to irrigation, and 
w here was 
originally a treeless plain 
now are beautiful streets and clustered 
homes, all bowered in rapidly thriving 
poplars, maples, box elders, or locusts, 
while occasionally cottonwoods, or rather 
balm of Gileads grow beside the little 
streams. 
The 
place 
is attractive and 
rapidly thriving ; has many stores, lots of 
minor shops, business establishments of all 
degrees, including three banks, some really 
good hotels, three live newspapers, one of 
them a sprightly daily that give3 the latest 
-news in brief dispatches, and in general 
trade and population is, and probably will 
remain, the moBt im portant point in the 
upper country, because the Oregon Ilail- 
way ana Navigation Company (that now 
controls all transportation, by steamboat 
or railroad, on the Columbia river, and also 
the steamers to San Francisco th at are as 
tine as any that float the ocean) seems to 
intend to have Walla Walla as the center 
of its railway system for the entire upper 
region. 
So Walla Walla has a good pros­ 
pect for the future, and as time grows will 
sprea I more aud improve and beautify, 
until perhaps its poplar lines and various 
shade trees will make us forget the dust 
from the light soil, that is a cloud in sum­ 
m er by day as well as by night. 
About a mile out from the town is the 
garrison and the extensive grounds of the 
military reservation. 
Here are barracks 
and quarters for infantry and cavalry, and 
as this s a popular station with oflicersand 
a general rendezvous for the military busi­ 
ness of the upper country, of course the 
garrison adds no little to Walla W alla 
social life. 
Toe Twenty-tirst 
Infantry 
band happens to 1ms one of the linest con­ 
nected with the army, and it is as fashion­ 
able as it is delightful to drive out of an 
evening, see the dress parade, the sunset 
gun aud the furled flag, and afterwards 
listen to as choice music from the band as 
heart con desire. 
The leader is a professor 
who is almost music mad, they say, and 
the band gives many of the choicest classi­ 
cal selections with e-xquisite effect, so that 
I shall always remember with delight the 
summer twilights at Walla Walla that 
siw nii lit come down and day forgot- 
ton, while strains of music served to make 
one for.;' t the sordid things of earth and 
dream of Elysium. 
THE WHEAT KEIIION. 
The Blue mountains extend for about 
200 miles in a northeast and southwest di­ 
rection, on a parallel with the Columbia 
and Snake rivers, distant 40 to 50 miles, 
and while the land along the river is in 
general fit only for grazing, and much of it 
not even valuable for that, there is a great 
deal of land along the base of the range, 
aud especially in the foothills, th at is won­ 
derfully productive as a wheat-producing 
region. 
Thus we find all the pleasant lit­ 
tle towns situated about tw enty miles in 
direct line from the river, midway between 
river and mountain range, located on the 
different streams within 
reach of the 
wheat-growing districts, each town being a 
natural center of trade, and each having 
its natural outlet at some landing-place on 
the Columbia or Snake river. 
The wheat- 
growing region may be said to commence 
in the center of Umatilla county, Oregon, 
and while west of the Umatilla river the 
principal resource of the people is stock- 
growing, eastward the country is more 
universally fertile, hills and valleys alike are 
unrivaled in wheat production, and except 
iu portions whero the hillsides are too steep 
for plow or harvester, the plow and bar- 
■vaster are converting the face of nature 
..ato one vast harvest of wheat, oats, bar­ 
le y and corn. 
I estimated that neat’ <■■ 
-iourth of the land in cultivation was sum­ 


mer-fallowed—probably plowed too late 
for the present season and turned over for 
early fall seeding. 
While in the western 
valleys it is possible to sow whe’at every 
month in the year, the climate and soil of 
the so-called “ upper country ” more nearly 
resembles the conditions you realize in Cal­ 
ifornia, though the winters there are far 
more severe than with you. 
North of Snake river, again, is a region 
skirting the base of the Cceur d’Alene 
mountains, which may be considered as an 
extension of the Blue mountains, north­ 
easterly, the range having been in ages 
past disrupted by the forces that resulted 
in the creati n of the Snake river. 
Here 
again is an 
extensive wheat-producing 
country. 
Like the other, a rolling earth 
surface, sometimes in levef reaches, but 
more often a billy region ; but the soil is 
blacker aud actually richer than the fertile 
stretch to the southward. 
It is claimed 
th at these eastern wheat-growers can pro­ 
duce wheat at 50 ceuts a bushel witn as 
much profit as the western Oregon farmer 
has when he gets S I, because the produc­ 
tion is double. 
They claim 30 to 45 bush­ 
els per acre as a common thing, and say 
they can prove many instances where over 
(¡0 bushels has 
been realized as the 
average lor 
a whole farm, and talk 
of 75 to 85 bushels per acre as proved iu 
exceptional cases. 
The present crop in 
most of Eastein Oregon aud W ashington 
has been greatly injured by a week of ter­ 
ribly hot weather in July, that prema­ 
turely cooked all grain, much of which was 
hardly out of the milk. 
The straw is not 
over 15 to 20 inches high, and many fields 
of barley and oats are lower yet, but while 
some fields are not cut at all, and while 
much grain is shrivelled, still they claim 
an average of 20 bushels per acre in the 
injured districts, and the shrivelled wheat 
is said to weigh heavy and grind well. 
The best farms arc in the f- othills, and 
there the yield is good and the grain plump. 
Hiding over the hills and looking towards 
the mountains we see the foothills gleaming 
with harvests or shadowed with suminer- 
fallow, and where an outlying spur presents 
a bold face the farmer has climbed there 
and pushed his work clo.-e to the summits. 


IMMIGRATION. 
A constant stream of travel and emi­ 
grants comes here and scatters to the dif­ 
ferent 
regions 
of 
development. 
The 
choicest lauds in the Blue Mountain country 
are claimed, so the travel tends across 
Snake river to the Palouse region, and 
above there to the Spokane country. They 
come across the plains as they did in the 
beginning: they come from U tah, Nevada 
ami California, and not a small proportion 
of those who arc settling the new districts 
come from the W illam ette valley, preferring 
to make a new start in a new country in 
preference to remaining in the older settled 
valley, battling with fortune at a dis­ 
advantage. 
The stream of emigrants is 
constant, and they seem to fit in among the 
hills and hollows and go to work for them ­ 
selves. 
They take a homestead aud a pre­ 
emption and a timber-culture claim, and 
soon have inore cares than thc-y know 
what to do with. 
Besides this region I 
have described there are spots further 
eastward th at invite settlement, and with­ 
out pushing thus far up the Columbia the 
emigrant can find land to pre-empt in the 
counties of Oregon and W ashington nearer 
the Cascade range. 
On the north of the 
Columbia 
river are the 
K likitat and 
Yakitr-a regions, that are rapidly settling 
up with p-r. cticil farmers, and cattle men 
have great herds of stock there. Few sheep 
are kppt north of Columbia and Snake 
rivers on account of the cold weather. The 
eastern liocks turn out 0,050,000 pounds of 
wool, nine-tenths of which is grown south 
of the Columbia and most of it in eastern 
Oregon, east oi the Umatilla river. 
Nu 
doubt there is a great deal of good farming 
land on the upper waters of John Day an i 
Deschutes rivers, in Oregon, and in K iki- 
ta t and Yakima counties, Washington, hut 
it does not lie m as large tracts, and as 
available, as in the I’aluuse aud W alla 
W alla regions. 
TOWNS A Nil VILLAGES. 
Goldendale, in K likitat county, is a 
thriving place and baa its newspaper. Fur­ 
ther north Yakima is another thriving town 
with another newspaper. 
East of the Co­ 
lumbia is a great plain that is considered 
bare and dry of streams, and passing this 
we come to the Palouse region, and north 
of it is tne Spokane couutry. 
The enter­ 
prises of the Oregon Ilailway and Naviga­ 
tion Company contemplate a railway sys­ 
tem that will satifyall the Palouse farmers, 
aud the Spokane country, 125 miles from 
the confluence of Snake and Columbia 
rivers, is already reached by the graders of 
the North Pacific road. 
Spokane Falls, to 
the north, promises to be a good point, 
Colfax is the live center of the Palouse 
region, and far north is Colville, where 
settlement has not yet greatly invaded. 
South 
of 
Snake 
river, still in W ash­ 
ington Territory, W alla W alla is the 
leading tuwu ; Dayton, thirty miles east, is 
a charming place of near 1,000 population, 
and W aits burg lies between, while still 
further east are Marengo, Potaha, Alpowa 
and Pomeroy, surrounded by thriving ag­ 
ricultural communities. 
J.caving W alla 
W alla and going Bouth, half an hour’s 
sharp drive brings yon into Oregon. 
You 
first come to a village with several stores 
and the inevitable saloons, called Milton, 
then to Weston, a town of considerable 
pretension aud active tra d e ; quite near 
there is Centerville, th at has grown up rap­ 
idly with the rich country around i t ; 
twenty miles farther and you are at Pen­ 
dleton, older than the others, on the Uma­ 
tilla river, a county seat, thrifty and pro­ 
gressive, w ith two newspapers. 
If you go 
on around the mountain wall you reach 
Heppner, in the grazing region, and south 
of the Columbia, 150 miles, on John Day 
and Defoliates rivers, you find thriving 
towns and a good agricultural population. 


PRESENT AND FUTURE. 
The wide interior region is being rapidly 
prospected and developed. There is abund­ 
ant room, and the emigrant finds it diffi­ 
cult to choose his location, 
The resources 
of the country are but dimly understood, 
agricultural land is scattered, and rich 
vaiieys exist in isolated localities. 
W hat 
is called the “ Eastern Country ” extends 
from the British line to the California 
boundary, and reaches from the Cascade 
range to the Hocky Mountains, occupying 
an extent of country five hundred miles 
square. 
Two hundred and fifty thousand 
square miles of territory lies here, with a 
population aveiaging about one person to 
over one thousand acres. 
There is plenty 
of room for millions ; there are rich min­ 
ing fields to develop and multitudes of re­ 
sources to unfold, and though not yet 
noted for agricultural products, it is cer­ 
tain th at the future will show th at in the 
present its capacities for production are but 
dimly understood. 
Henry Viliard, a man of broad enterprise, 
came here a year ago and made a bid for 
controlling the transportation of all this 
great region that could be held tributary to 
the Columbia river. 
He w m packed by 
capital, and succeeded in acquiring for his 
company the river steamers and portage 
roads of the Oregon Steam Navigation 
Company and the railway from W allula to 
W alla W alla, which has now a branch into 
Oregon, and will soon be pushed, by com­ 
plicated lines, through the retrions I have 
described, and the track will shortly be 
laid along the Columbia river from the 
Dalles to W allula. 
Another season will see 
railroads continuous from Portland to Walla 
Walla and all points above there, and reach­ 
ing to the Halouso country, and Villard's 
scheme includes a line south that shall 
seek through connection with some availa­ 
ble route to the Eastern States. 
It is a 
grand scheme, and has been pushed with 
wonderful energy and skill. 
The Northern 
Pacific is also pushing its work vigorously, 
and soon the “ upper country” can be 
reached in a few hours and its products 
will be quite close to a market. 
C. 
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N e w Y o r k , A u g u s t 20, 1SS0.

The number that has succumbed 
to suppressing fate is larger than is gener­ 
ally th o u g h t; but so little impression have 
the majority made upion the pubiic mind 
that, if their names were mentioned, they 
would not lie recognized except by the few 
persons who tax their memory w ith all 
sorts of literary ventures, and therefore 
remember the liberal proportion of failures. 
The literary standard has risen greatly here 
and in the 
country at 
large 
during 
the last tw enty years, and the critical 
faculty has been much developed. 
Maga­ 
zines, such as Sartain's, Graham's and the 
like, that used to he thought very clever, 
and were entirely acceptable, would have 
uo excuse for existence to-day and would 
not aud could not be sustained. 
They 
were admired aud read w ith avidity in 
their time, which shows th at they were as 
good as their public demanded. 
Literary 
taste and execution have advanced re­ 
markably in this country within twenty- 
five or thirty years. 
W e now have some­ 
thing we can call our own, though it is not 
very long since we were, in the main, a 
nation o! imitators and reproducers. True, 
we have had Irving and P a d ing, Ual'eck 
and Poe, Dana ami Hawthorne, B ryant and 
Emerson, Longfellow aud W hittier, and 
some of these we have still. 
But some of 
them have not been appreciated uutil re­ 
cently, and others were esteemed beyond 
their merit. 
The comparatively joung 
writers like Stedman, H- wells, Harte, 
Helen H unt, Aldrich, 
Do Forest, Henry 
James, Jr., Constance l’enimore 
Wool- 
son, Hebecca Harding Davis, Charles Dud­ 
ley W arner, Elizabeth S tu sit Phelps, Joa­ 
quin Miller, Trowbridge, Gail Hamilton, 
Mark Twain, Edward Eggleston and many 
others have gained distinction since the 
civil war, and these represent the republic 
in letters more nearly than the older heads. 
W hen 
Emerson, 
Longfellow, 
Lowell, 
Holmes and W hittier have gone, we shall 
have their natural successors in younger 
men who have already demonstrated that 
they are legitimate heirs. 
It is these who 
are the chief and most frequent contribu­ 
tors to the leading magazines, and who are 
fairly and fully abreast of the time. 


DEPARTED MONTHLIES. 
The monthly which in its day—in the 
early part of its life, at least—best repre­ 
sented the literature of the land was the 
Knickerbocker, begun in December, 1832, 
by Charles Fenno Hoffman, once a popular 
poet and novelist, who is still living, 
though he became insane some eighteen 
years ago, and lias since been an inmate of 
an insane asylum. 
It passed for a short 
time into the hands of Rev. Timothy 
Flint, and then into those of the late Louis 
Gaylord Clark, who for neatly a quarter of 
a century conducted it with marked ability. 
The cleverest piens of the day filled its 
pages, and the editor’s relation to his con­ 
tributors was of the most genial and satis­ 
factory character. 
They shed a luster on 
him that yielded him renown out of keep­ 
ing with his ta le n t; hut he was so amiable 
aud pleasant that it was impossible not to 
like and iu some manner overrate him. In 
1855 the principal writers for the monthly 
published a handsome octavo volume con­ 
taining original sketches by them, along 
with their portraits. 
I t was named the 
•Knickerbocker Galaxy,” and waa sold 
for the purpose of buying a cottage for the 
kind editor at Piermont, on the Hudson, 
where he lived plainly though comfortably 
at the time of his death. 
The magazine 
continued too loug for its fame. 
Other 
monthlies, like the Atldnlic. and Putnam's, 
were started, and drew off many of the 
Knickerbocker contributors, so th at the 
older periodical existed for some years on 
its past reputation, and at its decease was 
scarcely missed. 
The rightful successor of the Knicker­ 
bocker was Putnam's, the best magazine we 
ever had here, one that has not been sur­ 
passed since, so far as its first issue was 
concerned. 
Founded iu 1852 by the late 
George P. I’utnam, the publisher, a most 
estimable and widely-cultured man, though 
not of a practical turn, it had for editors 
Parke Godwin, George William Curtis and 
Charles F. Briggs, and the ablest native 
Excellent as 
authors for its contributors, 
it was, Putnam failed, and consequently 
the magazine was disposed of to Dix, Ed­ 
wards & Co., w ho also failed, and, after an 
earnest effort to carry on the periodical, it 
expired in the sixth year of its age. 
Some 
of Godwin’s best political essays, Grant 
W hite’s “ Shakespeare’s Scholar,” Curtis’ 
“ Prue and I ” and “ Potiphar Papers,” and 
other literary works th at attracted much 
attention, and sold largely in book-form, 
appeared originally in Putnam's, 
George 
P. Putnam revived the magazine after the 
war, but it was feeble and uninteresting 
with the former, and naturally did not last 
very long. 
The last defunct monthly of note was 
the Galaxy, by many ranked as the highest 
of our periodicals, and at times certainly 
brilliant. 
It was the most independent of 
the magazines, allowing writers more lati­ 
tude in expression of opinion than is com­ 
mon with publishers. 
It was very uneven, 
some numbers being particularly good and 
others in no wise remarkable. 
The Galaxy 
was not hoary with age. 
It flourished, or 
endured, twelve years, never having made 
or lost any money to speak of. Its demise 
was 
wholly 
unanticipated, 
even 
by 
the 
publishers 
who 
had 
put 
the 
next (the February number) partly into 
type when they suddenly decided to give 
it up. 
They assumed to turn it over to 
the editors, Win. C. and Frank P. Chureb, 
who were its founders, and they sold it— 
that is, the subscription lis t—to the A t­ 
lantic. 
The explanation is that Sheldon & 
Co., having been looking over the accounts 
of the year, and making a general review 
of their affairs, found th at the Galaxy had 
not been profitable, and th at it was not 
likely to be. 
Hence they relinquished it 
all the more willingly, as it had caused 
them first and last no little trouble. They 
and the editors had never agreed ; they 
being orthodox and the editors inclined to 
heterodoxy, and holding also very different 
views on other subjects. 
The death of the 
Galaxy is regretted by a good many people, 
though they do not pretend that it should 
have been continued for their pleasure at 
the cost of the publishers. 
Magazines are 
precarious property at best, and they arc 
generally unremunerative. 
Those 
who 
w ant to set them up are commonly men 
more hopeful than discreet or experienced. 


A QUEER PERIODICAL. 
No monthly ever issued here has occa­ 
sioned authors more vexation and trouble 
than the Galaxy did. 
Most of the time it 
had uo system ; MSS. were allowed to ac­ 
cumulate ; letters were left unanswered ; 
payment was delayed, and irritation and 
indignation provoked among the bulk of 
its contributors. 
The result was that most 
of the writing was, after a few years, done 
by a few persons, who had learned how to 
manage so as to got checks. 
Save in iso­ 
lated cases, payment was never made on 
acceptance, and publication was extremely 
uncertain ; so th at working for the Galaxy 
was signally unsatisfactory. 
In many in­ 
stances articles were mislaid, and their au­ 
thors, after trying in vain to recover them, 
abandoned all further effort. 
An example 
of the way in which the magazine was 
managed or mismanaged is furnished by a 
printed form sent to contributors. 
I t ran 
thus : 
“ N e w Y o r k , 
, 18— , 
“ The editor of the Galaxy has read your 


MS. and thinks favorably of it. 
He hopes 
to be able to use it some time. 
But if you 
should wish it returned at any time, you 
can have it by mentioning the name, date 
of sending and number of your article as 
herein stated. 
E d it o r ok Galaxy." 
Was not th at explicit and encouraging t 
It seems like a satire, but it is literal fact. 
The form exactly illustrated the editor’s 
peculiarity. 
He appeared to he incapable 
of arriving at any decision and unwilling to 
assume any responsibility. The author was 
not told th at his paper was accepted or 
rejected. 
The editor hoped to use it 
“ some tim e” (inspiring assurance), but if 
the author should want it back “ any 
time,” he could get it, which was su­ 
premely kind. 
1 have heard of persons 
waiting year after year, anxiously expect­ 
ing, meanwhile, their poem, essay or story 
to appear, and then abandoning expectation 
altogether. 
Authors have actually been 
lost sight of by death, change of resideuce 
| and condition, while 
tarrying for the 
1 tardy Galaxy. 
It used to be a cur­ 
rent joke here that a man who wrote 
for it must be independent in circumstances 
and certain of longevity. 
Otherwise, he 
would not be qnalitied. 
A young littera­ 
teur sent, a few months after the first issue 
of the monthly, a contribution of less than 
two pages. I t w as not published for nearly 
three years. 
He saw the editor a week or 
two later, and asktd, “ Is the Galaxy usu­ 
ally so slow iu publishing contributed m at­ 
ter as it has been w ith my little article '! I 
should be glad to know ; for 1 have thought 
of sending you an article th at will make 
ten or more printed pages, and though I 
come of a lonu-lived family, I have doubts 
if 1 should last to so venerable an age as 
might bo required. 
However, I'll try it, 
and mark it 'posthum ous.’” 
Surely no American monthly was ever 
so original as the Galaxy in its editorial 
mismanagement. 
The number and intens­ 
ity of curses that have been cast upon its 
head would have equipped superabundantly 
the proverbial army in Flanders. 
Headers 
of the magazine it was who regretted its 
death, not its outside contributors, who 
mu3t have lejoiced th at it had lost its 
power to annoy and wrong them further. 
When the Galaxy was discontinued the 
MSS. on hand were transferred to the 
Atlantic. 
Most of them hid, 1 under­ 
stand, been accepted by the Churches two 
or .three yea's before; but the transfer 
rendered them subject, it is claimed, to 
tlis decision of the editor of the Boston 
monthly, so th at they aie liable to be re­ 
turned to their authors, who have already 
waited years for their money. 
Hardly any 
of the articles have been or will bo likely 
to be used by the Atlantic, as it has arti­ 
cles enough, and to spare, oí its own. 
A 
number of them have been sent back, and 
many more will b e; 
and this gross 
injustice will 
have 
to 
be borne 
by 
writers, 
as 
numberless 
injustices 
are 
constantly borne by them. 
I have heard 
that 
two 
or 
three 
authors 
have 
determined to test the m atter in the 
C ourts; and I sincerely hope they willy 
merely to show whether authors have any 
rights that publishers are bound to respect. 
These authors have applied to the Shel­ 
dons, still in business and financially re­ 
sponsible, for payment of articles accepted 
by the Galaxy and declined by the Atlantic. 
The Sheldons say they sold out to the 
Churches, who say in turn that they sold 
out to the Atlantic. 
Thus the responsi­ 
bility is evaded, and the poor devil of a 
scribbler ¡3 left to whistle for tlje money 
which he has laboriously and justly earned. 
The Atlantic, o f . course, denies th at it 
a .reed to accept any MSS. which its editor 
had net seen aud passed upon ; and thus a 
former contributor to the Galaxy may 
spend the rtm ainder of his days going 
from the Sheldons to the Churc!<e3, from 
the Churches to Houghton, Mifilin A Co., 
from Houghton, Miillin & Co. to the Shel­ 
dons again, and so on interminably. 
If 
writers aud publishers are not natural ene­ 
mies. they ought to be. 
The former, as a 
rule, hate the latter bitterly, aud with 
plenty of cause. 
The sole reason they do 
not make war on them Í3 because they feel 
that they can’t afford to ; publishers hav­ 
ing every natural and acquired advantage. 
The triek3 and positive swindles practiced 
by publishers on authors are innumerable 
Authors have grown so accustomed to 
them th at they arc amazed when they are 
fairly treated. 
Publishers are not always 
unjust. 
There are manjr exceptions, and 
honorable exceptions ; but it is still true 
that the average publisher rarely imagines 
the author to have any ground for com­ 
plaint, however ill he may be treated. 
The publisher is perfectly aware th at the 
author quarrels with his own bread and 
butter, as the phrase is, by quarreling 
with him ; and it must be conceded that 
he profits by his clear understanding of 
the situation. 
A few suits in wnich 
w rittrs were 
plaintiffs would establish 
precedents th at would be beneficial to 
them ; and I wish most heartily for the 
sake of the guild th at such precedents will 
be established. 
The Galaxy cases will be 
capital ones to begin with. 


THE OLDEST EXTANT MAGAZINE 
In thia city or in the country is H arper’s, 
which may be the reason why it is called 
H arper’s New Monthly. 
It is, too, almost 
the only one th at lias proved handsomely 
profitable, having made money, it is said, 
trom the initial number. 
It is well nigh 
thirty-one years old, having been founded, 
if I remember, iu December, 1849. 
One 
can trace ,the progress of periodical litera­ 
ture here by examining the different vol­ 
umes of this monthly. 
The early num­ 
bers are almost entirely made up of repub­ 
lications from British periodicals, and the 
illustrations are very poor, compared with 
those it has now. 
Gradually the engrav­ 
ings improved, and original m atter began 
to appear, until H arper’s has been com­ 
pletely transformed. 
To-day its contents 
are either original or are taken from ad­ 
vance sheets, and as a popular magazine it 
has not probably its equal on either side of 
the sea. 
Its circulation is set down at 
140,000, 
nearly 
twice 
that 
of 
any 
other monthly ; 
aud yet it is not so 
large, I am told, as it was before the 
war. 
You may remember th at Harper & 
Bros, were quite friendly to the South 
anterior to the breaking out of the rebell­ 
ion, and that, subsequent to the firing on 
Sumter, they were ardently Northern, a 
very natural change. 
The magazine had a 
big circulation in the slave States, which 
was eventually cut off by the civil strife ; 
and when the strife ended, the Southerners 
had mucti of the feeling toward the firm 
th at usually exists toward persons whom 
wc have regarded as friends, and who have 
become our enemies. 
The feeling has worn 
away a good deal now ; but the South has 
not the money it once had to spend for pe­ 
riodicals, and the magazine has been obliged 
to seek its main field in the North. 
For­ 
merly it had among its contributors many 
writers in the slavo States, professors of 
colleges, clergymen and professionals who 
had no general reputation, but who were 
locally regarded as fine minds and rare 
scholars. 
Not a few of the contributors to H a r­ 
per's, especially to the earlier numbers, are 
names th at seem to belong to a past genera­ 
tion. 
These are J. T. Headley, Benson J. 
Los8ing, Andrew A. Lipscomb, J. Uoss 
Browne, T. B. Thorpe, Henry T. Tucker- 
man, James Jackson Jarves, T. S. A rthur, 
John Esten Cooke, Elizabeth F. Kllet, John 
S. C. Abbott, Maunsel B. Field, Thomas 
Francis Meagher, E.gG. Squier, Herman 
Melville, Alice B. Haven, Frances Anne 
Kemble, J. lb Gilmore (Edmund Kirks), 
Caroline Cheesebro, Win. Gilmore Simms, 
Alice Carey, T. Addison Richards. Win. 
Allen Butler and others, many of them 
alive, and yet they appear to have a hollow 
echo of antiquity, so rapidly does the age 
and the country move. 
There are other 
names more contemporaneous in sound, like 
Monenre 1). Conway, 
Louise Chandler 
Moulton, Charles Nordhoff, H arriet Pres­ 
cott Spofford, J. W. De Forest, Elizabeth 
Akers Allen, Richard Henry Stoddard, 
Justin McCarthy, George M. Towle, I). H. 
Strother (Porte Crayon), Fred B. Perkins, 
Richard G rant W hite and.Nora Perry. 
a true bohemian. 
Fitz-James O’Brien appears thero as the 
author of near seventy papers, mostly 
short stories, the majority of them pub­ 


lished before he gained his reputation by 
writing the very clever “ Diamond Lens.” 
O'Brien was one of the original Bohemians, 
who, in the days before the war, used 
to 
quaff beer and 
brandy-and-water, 
and smoke pipes 
in PfaflTs Broadway 
cellar. 
He 
was 
a 
brilliant 
and 
er­ 
ratic 
fellow, 
abounding 
in 
generous 
impulses and feeble resolves, always in 
some financial strait, periodically flashing 
into prominence, and destined never to 
succeed. 
Fine mind, robust body, weak 
will, flexible principle, convivial habits, 
intense egotism, ardent passions, total lack 
of practicability summed him up, and 
made him at once very attractive and very 
untrustw orthy. He was one of the shining 
lights of the Bohemian circle ; his jests, 
epigrams, anecdotes and tales have de­ 
lighted it many a night until the small 
hours came. 
An Irishman, of course, but 
thoroughly 
American 
by 
adoption, 
he was 
one of 
the 
first 
to 
go 
to 
the 
war 
(he 
belonged, 
I 
believe, 
to 
the 
Seventh 
Regiment), 
when 
troop3 were summoned for defense of the 
Union. 
He proved, us may be inferred, a 
gallant soldier, gaining the rank of Major, 
aud was mortally wounded in one of the 
engagements in W est Virginia. 
His body 
was brought home and burial with mili­ 
tary honors, his memory was mourned, 
and his friends said sadlj : “ A gifted, 
fearless so u l; w hat a pity he had not lived 
longer, lived to get rid of the dross of his 
nature, for he was yet young and full of 
promise.” 
Perhaps it was better; cer­ 
tainly it was lucky th at he should have 
died in the field (men can but seldom serve 
their couutry with their life); for now his 
recollection is embalmed, aud Fitz-James 
O’Brien would not have mended with 
years.

The Farmers and the Fairs. 
There is uo question that so far as the pro­ 
duction of crops is concerned the farmers of 
the State are in a better condition than they 
have been for years before. 
The wheat crop 
is better and larger than ever before. 
The 
State is literally full of wheat. The wool 
crop has been good, and prices have been 
fairly sati.-factory. 
Hops have been fair in 
yield, and prices way up. 
Grapes have 
never been better or the crop mere full m 
quantity and quality, and prices are re­ 
munerative. 
The general fruit cn ps have 
not been large, but sales have been quite sat- 
i--factory. Taking the agricultural industries 
all in ail, the State, so far as production is 
concerned, has seldom had so good a season, 
and we think we can say never better. The 
hop and wool men have realized upon their 
crops, aud among them money Í3 compara­ 
tively easy, but the wheat farmers are not in 
so good a condition, because, on acc -unt of 
unsatisfactory prices, they have not sold their 
crops to any extent. We would like to see 
prices come up, but we cannot say the 
prospects are bright in 
this 
direction. 
Even at present prices the-aggregate sales of 
tiie wheat crop will be very large, and the 
wheat faimer will be in better circumstances 
than in many yeart before. Many of the 
farmers are storing grain, and making loans 
on it. 
Whether this is good policy or not 
we will not express an opinion.. However, 
we may say if we had wheat to sell we should 
think twice before Btoring, paying storage 
and insurance and interest, once. The grape- 
growera can sell their grapes on the vines, to 
be delivered, at good rates, and iu this case 
the question of storage, insurance and inter­ 
est does not come into the account. Taking 
iu the whole situation, there is no reason why 
money should not be in circulation plenti­ 
fully in a very short time—say ten days or 
two weeks. 
The money is now in the banks 
ready to be handed over to the farmers upon 
a day’s notice—waiting only upon their de­ 
cision. The fair season will not begin till the 
13th—ten days from date—when the Golden 
Gate District Fair will be opened. This dis­ 
trict will not be affected so much by the want 
of money among the wheat 
farmers as 
those -more remote from the cities and 
the centers of population in the State. 
The State Fair will follow the Golden Gate 
Fair one week later, and by the 20ih, the 
opening day of the State Fair, it is now prob­ 
able that a large amount of wheat w ill be 
sold, a larger amount Btored and money ad­ 
vanced, and that money will be well in circu 
lation. Then when the San Joaquin the 
Chieo, the El Dorado, the Humboldt, the 
Monterey and the Los Angeles fairs are held 
the farmers will be in the full realization of 
the pioceeds of their immense crops and 
will doubtless turn out and patronize the fairs 
both by exhibits and by their presence, as 
they have never done before. There is one 
feature in connection with the State Fair 
that more especially interests the farmers 
and that should receive their unqualified sup­ 
port. 
VVe refer to the camping accommoda­ 
tions provided by the Board for all who may 
desire to camp out, have a good time aud save 
expenses. 'J'here is no better—we will say 
more—not so good and favorable a climate in 
any other State in the Union as we have in 
California, at Sacramento, for a general 
camping out at the State Fair. 
Rich­ 
mond Grove, 
the 
grounds 
selected for 
the 
State 
Fair 
camp, 
is 
within the 
city limits, within easy distance of both 
the Pavilion and the l ’ark, the street rail­ 
road can communicate with it and run to 
both places of exhibition. 
It is well shaded, 
a magnificent grove covering the whole place, 
is well supplied with good water and all 
other conveniences necessary to render camp­ 
ers at home and comfortable. 
In many 
other States, where the weather is uncertain 
and treacherous, the larger portion of the 
people attending State Fairs come with their 
teams, tents, household fixtures and kitchen 
furniture, and bring the whole family along, 
and the expense attending the week’s enter­ 
tainment in this wav is reduced down to a 
mere nominal sum. 
But the consideration of 
expense is one of the least—though itself a 
big item—advantages to be gained to the 
farmer by the adoption of the camping plan. 
The camps may be so arranged that whole 
neighborhoods of people may camp side by 
side, and thus the female members of the 
families 
will 
be 
brought 
together in 
close social intercourse and enjoyment, such 
as they cannot eujov 
at home, on ac­ 
count of distances that separate them. 
Then all 
male 
and 
female can meet 
together and talk over house and farm man­ 
agement and general industrial economy, the 
lessons of the exhibition and all matters of 
mutual interest, and thus make the occasion 
a real school, to be accompanied and followed 
with practical and useful results. 
Old friends 
and acquaintances that have not seen each 
other for years are thus brought together face 
to face and an opportunity afforded to live 
over again the days when perhaps in their 
boy or girlhood they enjoyed the fleeting 
hours. 
We might enumerate the many ad­ 
vantages to be realized by the farmers in 
takiug advantage of the camping facilities 
offered at the State Fair, but a beginning is 
all that is wanted to illustrate it practically 
and render it fashionable and popular. At 
the late State Fair held in Oregon the camp­ 
ing grounds were the most interesting and 
instructive scenes in connection with the 
whole exhibition. The custom has become 
fully and permanently established in our 
sister State, and is there recognized a - 
not 
only an 
important 
but 
a 
neces­ 
sary 
feature 
of 
the 
occasion. 
The 
reason why the practice waa more fully 
enjoyed and appreciated at the last fair than 
heretofore is that before this season the fairs 
have been held in the fall, after the rains 
have set in and the weather become uncer­ 
tain ; but this year the fair was held in July, 
when they were sure to have good weather. 
Now, we iu California always have good 
weather, and are always prepared for the 
best features and fruits of the camping plan. 
V/hy will not our farmers embrace our cli­ 
matic advantages socially as well as indus­ 
trially ? Pack up and come out and make 
the occasion of the fair one of real enjoyment 
and pleasure, as well as one of instruction,

Tiie ship-owners have things prett> 
much their own way, with the decline of wheat 
continuing. 
The w arehous.s arc filling, ami it 
looks as if another holdover was to be attem pted. 
Nevertheless good ships are iu demand, and good 
rates are certain to be paid. 
The money m arket is 
mere active, ami money, while still plentiful, is 
loosening from the vau'te and finding good local in­ 
vestments. This lias stim ulated trade considerably, 
and relieved 
an 
otherwise oppressive dullness, 
am ounting at one tim e alm ost to stagnation. The 
commercial banks adord discount facilities at from 
S to 10 per cent., and on first-class paper at even 
lower rates.

Tlio P re sid e n t's T rip —A rrival at an<l Ilc- 
p a rtn rr I re in O m aha. 
Omaha, i-'iptember 3J.—The President and 
party arrived at Council Bluffs early this 
morning, and at once crossed the bridge to 
Qaaaha. 
Here the charge of the excursion 
passed from the hands of the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Qulncv Railroad Company to that 
of the Union Pacific Company, who will send 
them on by a special train, starting about 4 
o ’clock. 
There was no reception at Omaha, 
owing to the uncertainty as to what time the 
party would arrive. 
A t the depot were am­ 
bulances from Fort Omaha, which transferred 
the guests through the streets, 
rendered 
almost impassable by mud, to the fort. 
A 
purely military reception was then given to the 
Chief Magistrate and Commanding General of 
the Union. So there were nospeeches, although 
lunch was served, aff rding good opportunity, 
and many ¡ copie from Omaha and vicinity had 
gathered in expectation of hearing them. 
The barracks were visited under escort of 
Major Burt. As the carriages with the party 
left the fi.rt shortly after noon, the six Sioux 
prisoners confined there for the murder of a 
herder were drawn up between guards, man­ 
acled except their feet. 
They viewed the 
-distinguished visitors with sfciidity. 
The 
President rode on iu advance, r.nd spent the 
remainder of the day with a friend in the 
-city. 
Secretary Ramsey joined the party 
here, and will make the western trip with 
them. 
All are in excellent health and the 
hcr-t of spirits. 
The weather has been wet 
and rair.y, but has cleared, and the prospects 
■d a pleasant journey are now good.

Herald of Panama, just received, has the de­ 
tails of the disastrous hurricane which swept 
Jamaica on the night of August 18th. 
The 
wind raged with such fury at the beginning 
that the street cars had to cease running. 
Vessels were 
sunk 
and 
driven 
ashore, 
wharves destroyed, roofs blown off, trees up­ 
rooted, and a catalogue of other damages 
sustained which it is impossible to estimate. 
Not a single coaster in Kingston harbor rode 
out the gale in safety. 
Twenty-seven ves­ 
sels, brigs, La ks, etc., were driven ashore 
or went to pieces at their docks. 
Every 
•wharf but one was blown away. 
The beach 
was strewn with cargoes of 
the vessels 
wrecked. 
Many seamen are missing, and 
they are supposed to have perished. 
All the 
penitentiary vessels foundered, and those at 
Port Royal sustained considerable damage. 
The damage on land is roughly estimated at 
£100,000. The eocoanut trees were all snapped 
in pieces. 
The villages of AUmantown, 
Brownstown, Passmoretown, Hannahstown, 
Smith’s Village and Fletcher’s Land suffered 
severely. 
Several houses were leveled, and 
churches, chapels and synagogues damaged. 
The banana crop is destroyed, and trees of 
all kinds have vanished. Three severe shocks 
of earthquake were felt during the st >rm. 
Communication with the country parts is cut 
off, the wires being all snapped. 
Trains 
coaid not pass the Rio Cabria, the bridge 
having burst d. 
When the storm was at its 
hight, boards, trees, sheds, shingles, house­ 
hold furniture, etc.. were rushing through the 
air with lightning-like rapidity, while fam­ 
ilies were Hying from house to house seeking 
refuge. 
The roads are impassable for carri­ 
ages and dangerous to pedestrians. 
Nearly 
the whole of the provision crop is destroyed, 
and great want will be felt by the peasantry.
